human life, may support. It provides— 
let. That no execution shall, in any event, 
take place until the lapse of a year after con- 
viction; and 
2d. That the jury, in all capital cases, shall 
have the power to specify the punishment— 
death on the gallows, or imprisonment for life. 
In the administration of the criminal law, 
im all cases in which the life... the prisoner 
on trial is fngpentiied, the reluctance of jurors 
to be instrumental in sending a man to the 
gallows, is sq. marked, that we have more 
than once had occasion to say that Murder 
is the safest of all the greater crimes that can 
be comimitted: and that, having a regard to 
the action of the Courts, it is far more discreet 
in the enemy, who Owes you an evil turn, to 
let out life by means of the pistol-shot or the 
bowie, than aflack you with a cow-hide or 
bludgeon. In the one case, trial would be fol- 
lowed either by @ lenient verdict of the jury or 
a pardon by the Governor; and in the other, 
by a rigid infliction of the penalties which the 
law provides. This is so well understood, that 
murder trials throughout the West are gener 
ally looked upom a8 §0 many solemn farces, 
which carry to the guilty no assurances of 
blood.
